Our correapondent at Canton,’ writing to 
us yestorday evening, describes’ the shock 
of an. earthquake, ot ‘a curious pheno- 
menon' of some Kind,’ which waa expe- 
rienced at that placa“in the morning.

shells, and the hair ornamented with tufts 
of feathers: Two or threo wore old shirte, 
and oue, Boe Vugi, the chief of tha Port 
Moresby natives, who was appointed by. 
tha ‘Commodore to be the head: chief of. 
the Motu tribe, was dressed in a shirt with: 
a handkerchief ronnd his loins, anda red 
fult-hnton his head (the hat having been 
given to him by Mr Chester when tho flag 
was hoisted in 1833), and some green leaves, 
through tho lobe of his left car. Evidently 
he had been attired specially for the ceca- 
sion, as his usual dress is as scanty-‘as that 
of his fellows. There wero in all about 50, 
of the chief, most of them being represan+ 
tatives of the Motu tribe ; anf’ after bein; 
permitted tu look round the ship they wore 
directed by the miasionnries, Messra.. Lawes 
and Chalmers, to seat themselves upon the 
deck, Thonn’ great tub of boiled rice;
